DAILY  PROCEEDINGS 


The  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  P^'otestant 
Church  assembled  for  the  Eighty-Third  Annual  Session  at 
Grayson,  La.,  October  26,  1929. 

The  President  read  the  19th  Psalm  and  after  engaging 
in  earnest  prayer  declared  the  Conference  open  for  business. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  ''Our  Sainted  Dead," 
following  with  the  Ministerial  Roll  Call. 

The  President  instructed  all  delegates  to  present  their 
credentials  to  the  "Committee  on  Credentials." 

A  very  touching  letter  report  from  Sister  M.  E.  Bart- 
lett  was  read  and  adopted. 

Another  touching  letter  from  Sister  Sarah  A.  Brady  was 
also  read  and  adopted. 

A  letter  report  from  our  dear  old  Sister  L.  M.  Paul, 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Conference,  was  read  and  adopted. 

A  letter  of  fraternal  greetings  from  Rev.  F.  E.  Reuckert, 
President  of  the  Illinois  Conference,  was  read  and  adopted, 
and  upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  him 
an  appropriate  reply. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  bar  was  fixed  to  include  the 
first  five  rows  of  seats  in  the  front,  and  all  seats  on  the 
right  side  of  pulpit. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  made  a  partial  report, 
which  was  adopted.  Upon  motion  the  alternate  from  Luna 
Church  was  seated. 

Upon  motion  conference  adjourned  for  the  eleven  o'clock 
service,  to  re-convene  at  1 :30  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

After  devotional  service  conducted  by  Rev.  H.  H.  Cant- 
ley,  the  President  called  the  conference  to  order. 

The  Conference  Roll  was  called,  after  which  the  Presi- 
dent called  Rev.  J.  R.  Downs  to  the  chair  and  read  his  re- 
port which  with  an  amendment  offered  by  Rev.  G.  J.  L. 
Brown  concerning  the  grouping  of  churches  into  circuits,  the 
report  was  adopted. 
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At  this  time  Dr.  John  C.  Broomfield,  President  of  the 
General  Conference,  arrived  and  was  introduced  to  the  Con- 
ference. He  was  heartily  received  by  all ;  and  he  responded 
with  warm  words  of  greeting. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Piatt,  our  aged  superannuated  minister,  ad- 
dressed the  Conference  in  behalf  of  the  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Church,  and  our  official  organ  'The  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Recorder." 

Rev.  J.  F.  Reid  addressed  the  Conference  in  behalf  of 
our  church  paper  and  also  called  attention  to  certain  laws  of 
the  Discipline  not  being  properly  observed. 

The  official  hour  for  the  election  of  Conference  Officers 
having  arrived,  the  Conference  proceeded  into  the  election. 
The  President  appointing  J.  W.  Lee,  J.  R.  Strozier  and  Mr. 
W.  F.  Jones,  as  Tellers. 

After  the  final  vote  was  taken,  the  Tellers  announced 
the  re-election  of  Rev.  E.  O.  Hearn,  President;  Mary  E.  Per- 
due, Secretary;  Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows,  Treasurer  and  upon 
motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

The  President  was  instructed  to  write  the  names  of  the 
Standing  District  Committee  to  be  submitted  to  the  Confer- 
ence for  election. 

Upon  motion  G.  J.  L.  Brown,  J.  W.  Lee,  E.  A.  Dennard, 
G.  B.  Haynes,  J.  W.  McKeithen  and  H.  S.  Garlington  were 
elected. 

Upon  motion,  the  same  Board  of  Church  Extension  was 
elected. 

Upon  motion,  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  elected  Statistical 
Secretary. 

Upon  motion  Mrs.  Lula  Wardlow  was  re-elected  to  serve 
on  the  Committee  of  Itenerancy  and  Orders  for  three  suc- 
cessive years. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Riley  gave  a  verbal  report  which  was  adopted 
and  was  also  granted  Evangelistic  appointment. 

The  President  at  this  time  announced  the  various  com- 
mittees. 

Upon  motion  the  Stouts  View  Church  was  ordered  sold 
and  the  money  to  be  applied  on  the  new  church  at  Camp- 
bells Chapel. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Reid's  report  read  and  adopted.  Following 
the  adoption  of  Bro.  Reid's  report,  the  Conference  gathered 
around  the  altar  offering  earnest  prayer  for  the  healing  and 
recovery  of  Mrs.  J.  F.  Reid. 

Upon  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  a 
letter  of  condolence  to  Mrs.  J.  F.  Hearn. 
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An  offering-  was  taken  for  Bro.  Lewis  whose  home  was 
recently  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  gave 
notice  of  some  changes  to  be  made. 

Motion  to  adjourn. 

SECOND  DAY  MORNING  SESSION

service  by  Rev.  0.  W.  Stewart.  Prayer  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Den- 
nard. 

Roll  called  and  corrected. 

Upon  motion  the  name  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Stennett  was  drop- 
ped from  the  Ministerial  list. 

Minutes  of  first  days  session  read  and  adopted. 

At  this  time  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn  addres'sed  the  Con- 
ference in  a  very  earnest  and  interesting  way  concerning  the 
program  of  the  New  Century  Service  Commission  which  was 
followed  by  enthusiastic  talks  from  the  different  members 
of  the  Conference. 

Motion  to  adjourn. 

SECOND  DAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Devotional 
services  by  Rev.  James  R.  Strozier. 

Roll  call  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  morning 
session  omitted. 

Upon  motion  F.  L.  Shows,  James  R.  Strozier  and  I.  L. 
Yeager  were  appointed  to  serve  as  the  Executive  Committee 
on  the  ''Board  of  Young  Peoples  Council." 

The  appointed  hour  having  arrived  Dr.  Broomfield  ad- 
dressed the  Conference  concerning  the  needs  of  our  beloved 
Zion;  also  pointing  ou  the  way  for  our  different  financial 
problems  to  be  solved.  His  message  was  inspirational  and 
was  fittingly  responded  to  by  our  President. 

Committee  on  Itinerancy  and  Orders  submitted  final 
report  which  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion  Sister  Perdue  was  elected  to  preach  the 
opening  sermon  of  the  next  Conference.

Conference  re-assembled  for  business. 

Committee  on  Periodicals  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Committee  on  Pastors  Report  submitted  their  report 
which  was  adopted. 

Conference  Treasurer  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  submitted 
their  report  which  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Temperance  and  Prohibition  submitted 
their  report  which  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Finance  submitted  their  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Motion  prevailed  to  fix  place  for  next  Conference.  In- 
vitations were  extended  from  Bethel,  New  Hope,  West  Car- 
roll and  Gravson  Churches.  The  deciding  vote  being  cast  in 
favor  of  Bethel  Church  on  Mt.  Nebo  Circuit. 

Motion  to  adjourn. 

THIRD  DAY  MORNING  SESSION 

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Devotion- 
al service  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Strozier.  Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  H. 
Lewis. 
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The  Conference  Roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  read 
and  adopted. 

Motion  prevailed  to  recend  the  action  of  the  previous 
session  concerning  fixing  the  place  for  next  conference  and 
the  vote  was  made  unanimous  for  the  conference  to  con- 
vene at  Urania,  La. 

Upon  motion  the  date  of  the  next  conference  was  fixed 
to  convene  at  ten  o'clock  Saturday  morning  before  the  third 
Sunday  in  October,  1930.

While  few,  if  any,  have  accomplished  all  that  they  planned 
or  hoped  for,  it  is  consoling  to  know  that  our  labor  has  not 
been  in  vain. 

NECROLOGY: 
Only  one  minister  of  our  church  has  departed  this  life 
during  the  year.  Rev.  J.  F.  Hearn  closed  his  earthly  career 
Sept.,  1929.  I  recommend  that  this  conference  extend  a  vote 
of  sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family,  and  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  write  them  a  letter  of  condolence. 

MY  ITINERARY: 

I  have  visited  every  church  in  the  conference  except 
four ;  a  number  of  them  twice  and  a  few  of  them  three  times 
as  circumstances  demanded.  I  have  presided  over  sixteen 
(16)  Quarterly  Conferences,  spent  thirty-nine  (39)  days  in 
revival  meetings,  preached  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  (136) 
sermons  and  traveled  approximately  six  thousand  (6000) 
miles.  I  have  given  myself  to  the  interest  of  our  church  and 
denomination. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS: 

Nov.  6,  I  appointed  Rev.  R.  M.  Walker,  pastor  of  Spring 
Hill  Church. 

Nov.  19,  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  R.  Strozier  pastor  of  Mount 
Flcasant  Church. 
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Nov.  2^,  I  released  Rev.  J.  B.  Blackburn  from  Mt.  Nebo 
circuit  and  gave  him  a  transfer  to  the  Arkansas  Conference 
and  a  few  days  later  I  consented  to  an  arrangement  made 
between  the  members  of  Mt.  Nebo  circuit  and  Sister  Arah 
Bevill  whereby  she  would  serve  them  as  pastor. 

Nov.  28,  I  released  Rev.  W.  F.  Ragsdale  from  Sunrise 
church  and  appointed  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  as  pastor. 

In  December  I  released  Rev.  F.  L.  Shows  from  the  Dry 
Prong  church  and  appointed  Mrs.  Lula  Wardlow  as  pastor. 

Jan.  30,  Rev.  E.  W.  Corley  was  released  from  Jena 
church  and  a  few  days  later  appointed  Rev.  E.  M.  Mouser 
as  pastor. 

Sept.,  28,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  N.  Nugent 
stating  that  he  had  united  with  the  Baptist  church  which 
automatically  drops  his  name  from  the  Conference  Roll. 

BUILDING  AND  IMPROVEMENT: 

On  Lewis  circuit  a  new  church  building  has  been  erected 
at  Lewis  Chapel. 

.West  Carroll,  a  new  church  building. 

Hicks  circuit,  lights  installed  in  Mt.  Zion  church. 

Dodson  circuit,  new  pews,  windows  and  rostrum  at  the 
New  Hope  church. 

Chatham  circuit,  lights  installed  in  church  and  parson- 
age painted. 

Grayson  circuit,  new  roof  on  Shiloh  church. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

I  recommend  the  grouping  of  churches  into  circuits  as 
far  as  is  practical. 

CONCLUSION: 

This  has  not  been  as  easy  year.  Economic  conditions 
have  presented  their  obstacles.  I  have  met  with  some  prob- 
lems and  situations  that  have  been  difficult  to  handle  but 
have  endeavored  to  act  the  part  of  a  man  with  men  and  to 
act  from  christian  motives  with  a  desire  to  be  helpful  to  both 
ministers  and  church.  I  want  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  courtesy  accorded  me  by  the  ministers  and  laity  of  all 
'"hnrches  in  the  Conference.  I  commend  you  to  the  God  of 
Love  and  Mercy  at  whose  feet  we  lay  the  fruitage  of  the 
years  toils.

We  also  urge  that  our  institutions  of  learning  rigidiv 
guard  against  those  doctrines  which  are  slowly  but  surel^^ 
gaining  a  foothold  in  many  of  the  educational  centers  of 
our  land. 

We  especially  recommend  that  people  strive  for  an  edu- 
cation and  uphold  those  institutions  that  teach  the  gospel 
for  which  our  Christ  died.

NEW   CENTURY   SERVICE    PLANS— 1929-1930 
FOR  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  APPROVAL 

Dear  Brethren: — 

Last  year  I  submitted  to  you  a  general  scheme  of  New 
Century  Service  procedure  which  would  give  to  the  Denomi- 
nation a  uniform  approach  to  our  general  benevolences.  This 
procedure,  which  was  approved  by  practically  every  confer- 
ence, has  in  the  main  been  carried  through.  The  year  has 
been  marked  by  the  finest  cooperation  in  every  direction  and 
it  may  be  stated  in  all  fairness  that  we  have  made  distinct 
gains. 

Our  first  great  problem  is  to  get  "New  Century"  as  an 
idea  fixed  in  the  thinking  of  the  thinking  of  the  church.  The 
phrase  itself  is  becoming  an  increasingly  natural  expression. 
What  it  signifies,  as  involving  a  particular  activity,  is  slower 
of  realization,  but  we  have  every  reason  to  suppose  we  shall 
have  this  year  a  great  response — both  in  set-up  and  in  defi- 
nite results. 

The  main  thesis  of  New  Century  Service  is  the  creation 
in  every  church  of  a  definite  agency,  known  as  the  New  Cen- 
tury Service  Commission,  whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster 
New  Century  Service  in  that  church  by  educational,  steward- 
ship and  financial  methods.  All  our  plans  are  conditioned  on 
the  presence  of  this  Commission.  I  feel  I  cannot  over  em- 
phasize its  importance. 

Our  plans  for  the  year  therefore  are  submitted  to  you, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows : 

1.     To  follow  through  with  our  plans  of  last  year. 

(a)  The  appointment  of  an  Annual  Conference  Com- 
mission with  the  same  instructions  as  of  last  year ;  to  foster 
and  project  the  New  Century  Service  plan  within  its  own 
boundaries. 

(b)  The  setting  up  in  each  church  of  a  New  Century 
Service  Commission,  whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster  New 
Century  Service  in  their  church. 

(c)  The  continued  loyalty  appeals,  for  pastors  and 
churches.  We  feel  this  is  a  very  reasonable  request  and  that 
it  Iic3  doze  to  the  heart  of  our  whole  problem. 
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2.  To  approve  the  following  recommendations  arrived 
at  in  a  meeting  of  annual  Conference  Treasurers,  May,  1929. 

(a)  The  use  of  uniform  report  blanks  by  all  Conference 
Treasurers. 

(b)  The  use  of  uniform  report  blanks  by  all  local 
church  treasurers  to  Annual  Conference  Treasurers. 

(c)  The  use  of  financial  report  blanks  by  all  pastors 
to  the  Annual  Conference,  samples  of  which  are  here  for  dis- 
tribution, and  the  corresponding  use  of  tables  in  the  printed 
minutes.  There  is  at  present  a  great  diversity  in  annual  con- 
ference reports.  The  use  of  this  blank  will  bring  the  whole 
church  into  accord  in  its  printed  records. 

(d)  Churches  are  asked  to  report  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  10th  of  each  month.  The  Con- 
ference Treasurer  to  report  on  or  soon  after  the  15th  of  each 
month. 

(d)  Churches  and  pastors  to  report  in  even  dollars  only 
^no  pennies.  There  is  here  large  saving  in  clerical  labor, 
likelihood  of  errors,  cost  of  printing  minutes. 

(f)  All  monies  must  travel  through  the  usual  chan- 
nels; first  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  thence  to  General 
Conference  Treasurer.  When  sent  otherwise,  it  will  be  en- 
dorsed back  to  the  proper  Treasurer.  Womans  Auxiliary 
monies  follow  their  own  courses,  and  do  not  come  to  the  An- 
nual Conference  Treasurer.  Whenever  missent  it  will  be  en- 
dorsed back  to  the  Annual  Conference  Branch  Treasurer. 

(g)  Credits  on.New  Century  Service  will  not  be  allov/- 
ed  for  monies  sent  direct  to  beneficiaries.  The  only  credits 
allowed  by  Annual  Conferences  or  their  Treasurers  will  be 
when  accompanied  by  cash,  check  or  proper  voucher. 

(h)  Create  an  honor  roll  of  Gold  Star  Charges  and 
pastors  which  pay  their  benevolences  in  full,  reading  the  list 
in  Annual  Conference  session  and  printing  the  same  as  a 
group  in  the  Minutes. 

3.  The  approval  of  April  as  Up-To-Date  and  Steward- 
rhiD-Sign-Up-Month. 

4o  The  observance  of  New  Century  Service  day,  for 
prayer  and  presentation,  October  23rd,  or  30th.

The  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Branch  of 
the  Womans  Missionary  Society  will  meet  with  the  Urania 
Church,  Urania,  La.,  in  April,  1930;  the  exact  date  to  be  an- 
nounced later. 

With  the  new  Century  Service  Program  before  us  and 
the  responsibility  of  the  Missionary  Work  on  the  part  of 
the  women  of  the  church  we  urge  each  pastor  to  cooperate 
with  the  branch  in  organizing  of  auxiliaries  in  all  of  our 
churches  and  to  educate  our  people  in  mission  work  through 
mission  study  classes,  Sunday  Schools,  and  Christian  En- 
deavors. 

Also  that  the  Missionary  Record  be  read  in  each  home, 
keeping  in  touch  with  our  work  at  large,  and  since  each  mem 
ber  of  the  church  is  a  member  of  the  Missionary  Society, 
should  inspire  us  to  a  greater  and  broader  work. 

MISS  MOLLYE  STEWART,  Pre-ie.ciit. 
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BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Annual  Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  election ;  and  in  case  of  alternate,  the 
certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations 
and  missions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Steward  to  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  the  election.  The 
election  shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  stewards; 
and  they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference, 
there  to  be  compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons 
receiving  a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  dele- 
gate or  delegates,  and  next  highest  shall  be  declared  alter- 
nate or  alternates,  and  receive  certificates  accordingly ;  pro- 
vided that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  member  of  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence, by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  provided  further, 
that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate  elected  from  any 
work  are  providentially  hindered  from  attending  the  Annual 
Conference  to  which  they  were  elected,  then  the  pastor  in 
charge  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to 
represent  the  work  in  the  Conference.  That  no  one,  especial- 
ly the  men,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not 
contribute  regularly  for  the  support  of  the  pasto.',  and  Vue 
claims  of  the  General  Annual  Conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  pie- 
ty, respectable  attainment,  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  fun 
damental  doctrine  of  Christianity,  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  with 
out  ministerial  work  for  more  than  two  years  at  the  end  of 
which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  re- 
ceive a  certificate  of  his  standing.  This  rule  shall  apply  to 
p.nv  minister  so  transferred  provided  he,  at  his  own  request, 
may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

Section  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
cint.  station  or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him 
by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall 
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have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  President,  for  reason 
by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  PASTORS  report  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  that 
each  pastor  during  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  Con- 
ference hand  their  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Pastors  Re- 
ports, and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committee  and 
Conference  said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Conference  Stew- 
ard for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  final 
disposition.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule, 
for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  the  Conference.  That  the  evangelists  and  Con- 
ference missionaries  read  their  report  to  the  Conference.  We 
recommend  that  when  the  President  visits  a  pastoral  charge 
that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  SDirit- 
ual  and  financial  condition  of  the  charge,  8nd  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  of  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with 
the  church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall, 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  accord- 
ing to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay,  and  that  the  stewards 
see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly,  and  in  connection  with 
Section  7,  we  recommend  that  each  stev/ard  keep  a  non-ef- 
fective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contribute 
to  the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  President  and  to  the  general 
interest  of  the  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify  the  pas- 
tor of  the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  support  the 
church. 

Section  8,  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  inter- 
est of  the  church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  except 
those  who  are  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  are  contributing 
members  in  full  membership. 

Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in 
Qfood  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eligible 
to  any  office  in  the  church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual 
Conference:  provided,  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station 
or  mission,  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place  in  oi- 
iicc  in  tliG  church,  cr  elect  a3  delegate  to  the?  Annual  Coiif r:'-

ence  suck  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such  as 
have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Section  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required 
to  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  various  benevo- 
lent purposes  from  the  difference  charges,  also  Conference 
collections.  - 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Stew 
ard  to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of 
the  Conference  collections  during  the  session,  and  present^ 
the  remainder  to  the  Conference  for  disbursement. 

Section  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards  or 
persons  authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for 
the  various  benevolent  purposes,  taking  receipt  and  at  which 
and  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit 
to  the  Conference  during  the  session  at  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed, also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  conference  o:^  each 
conference  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  conference, 
for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each 
quarterly  conference  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  of  each 
class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid,  and  in  case 
the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will  not  be  held 
responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection  with 
Section  15,  we  recommend  that  at  the  fourth  quarterly  con- 
ference of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  general  and  conference  claims, 
and  forward  same  as  soon  as  collected  to  the  Conference 
Steward,  and  that  the  Conference  Steward  credit  same  to  the 
charge  from  which  it  came,  and  notify  the  pastor  of  the 
amount  receive  and  how  appropriated.  And  that  the  p?.stor 
keep  f>  record  of  same  for  his  final  report. 

Section  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
opening  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 
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Section  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  annual  conference 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  properly  arranged 
for  printing  in  the  annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  re- 
ceive reasonable  compensation,  and  the  minutes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Section  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books 
journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  Conference  and  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  au- 
thority of  the  Conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council  one 
layman  from  each  work  represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers, 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment,  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members,  is  incompetent  for  the 
duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appoint- 
ments, and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred 
by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided  that  no  min- 
ister or  preacher  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference,  is 
entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship,  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District, 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference 
Steward  and  Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected 
at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church. 

Section  23.  These  by-laws  can  only  be  changed,  alter- 
ed or  amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference 
of  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,  and  it  will  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session 
of  the  Conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on 
the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  De- 
votional Services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which 
the  President  shall  read  the  Annual  Report. 
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section 2.     During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of 
Conference  all  ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment 
of  this  Conference,  shall  hand  their  reports  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Pastors'  Reports. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the 
Conference,  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  .  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written, 
if  the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  in 
troduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by 
the  Secretary  or  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deem- 
ed in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  before  the 
amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
tained until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed 
of,  which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one 
of  the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  are  placed, 
namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement;  second,  laying  on 
the  table;  third,  referred  to  a  committee;  fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time;  fifth,  substitute;  sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de- 
bate or  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall 
arise  and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall  not 
proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak 
ing  except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespect- 
ful language ;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  or- 
der, and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself 
misrepresented. 

Section  10.-  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege,  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President 
shall  decide  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  11.     No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
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the  same  question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time, 
without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution,  or 
a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration,  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debat- 
able motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put 
by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference  when 
he  8hall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Con- 
ference, for  special  reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,, 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  inorder  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  Conference,  except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der, and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairneif 
of  committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  befo''e  each 
session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be 
appointed  one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Aruii.  d  C  in- 
ference one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  th^t  the 
undergraduates  meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose  'f  De- 
ing  examined  in  their  studies. 
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the  same  question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time, 
without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution,  or 
a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration,  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debat- 
able motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put 
by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference  when 
he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Con- 
ference, for  special  reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference, 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  inorder  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  Conference,  except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der, and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.
